After Murray found out the group, not represented by an 
attorney, was seeking a Writ of Mandamus temporarily 
stopping county collection of the extra taxes, then he 
dismissed the case from Circuit Court and directed them to 
the correct court to file their complaint.

It’s a house fit for Santa’s 
elves, smurfs, or a king - a 
miniature king that is, But a 
dollhouse it isn’t.

The two-story, eight-room 
miniature house displayed at 
R & H Sports by owners 
Janet and Larry Raymond 
has electric lights in every 
room, beautiful handmade 
furniture, wallpaper, cur- 
tains, a stairway with hand 
rails, a clock, and a Christ- 
mas free in the living room. 

Built by Janet’s mother, 
Mrs. Ann Furtwangler, of 
Parma, the miniature house 
is a smaller replica of a real- 
size house. TFurtwangler 
builds miniature houses by 
scaling down blueprints of 
real houses. 

“Tf you could just take a 
picture of one of the rooms, 
you wouldn’t be able to tell if 
it was a room in a regular 


house or not,” Janet Ray- 
mond said. 

‘“*T wouldn't even want to 
begin to guess how many 
hours went into building that 
house,” Larry Raymond 
said. 

For Janet’s mother, the 
miniature house at R & H 
Sports is one of several com- 
pleted as a hobby interest 
that started 21 years ago 
when her and her daughter 
Janet couldn’t find a nice 
dollhouse, 

She started from scratch 
with just a paring knife, 
hammer, glue, and some 
wood. Her simple plans grew 
fancier as she added electric 
lights, bearned cathedral 
ceilings, and columned front 
porches. 

Janet’s mother also has 
built miniature houses for 
her other daughters and 
lately for the children of 
friends. She makes the house 


and practically everything 
inside by herself. 

The walls are cut from ply- 
wood and usually three of the 
four walls are removable, 
snapping on with magnets. 
Some of the windows in the 
houses are made from real 
glass and a few of them even 
open and close. 

The elaborate furniture 
inside is made of everything 
from glass beads for chan- 
deliers to toothpaste caps for 
lampshades.

If the package had been limited to 
a tax increase simply for road 
repairs, it could have generated 
more Republican votes, Busch said. 

But urban representatives in- 
sisted a package had to include in- 
creased funding for comprehensive 
transportation, “They went for 
more than they could realistically 
expect,’ Busch said. 

The package was expected to raise 
some $2 billion over five years. The 
first part of the package would in- 
crease the gasoline tax according to 
a highway maintenance index, with 
a cap on increases of two cents a 
year. 

Over five years, the tax would 
have raised an additional $911.7 
million. 

Weight taxes would be increased 
30 percent for automobiles initially 
and 45 percent on commercial 
trucks, with increased indexed each 
year to the increase in the state’s 
personal income. 

Over five years, the tax would 
raise some $716.5 million. 

The package also phased-in a 
greater earmarking of auto-related 
sales tax for comprehensive trans- 
portation. That would cost the 
general fund $418 million over the 
period, and the package’s most con- 
troversial element - imposing a sales 
tax on amusements and some repair 


services - would have raised $484 
roillion.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber

Recently I conducted my 
annual search for a deer and 


while in the process, I dis- f 


covered a little piece of past 
history. Where I was hunting 
was once covered with a 
very extensive pine forest 
with some trees certainly as 
large or larger than the 
Monarch Pine. Each stump 
that was anywhere near 
complete showed clearly 
which way it had been felled 
by men with saw and ax. The 
notched side was lower than 
the back cut by six inches or 
so which assured an ample 
hinge to keep the tree trunk 
falling in the desired direc- 
tion, Those old stumps were 
only about waist high in- 
dicating that the cutting had 
been done during the fall or 
very early winter before the 
snow got deep; otherwise, 
they would have been 
higher. There are locations 
in the Upper Peninsula 
where the stumps are six 
feet and more high. 

In one place I stood in 
the midst of a dozen or more 
stumps which I am sure 
were notched and felled by 
the same two men. Several 
of the trees had been notched 
by a tall left-handed man as 
the notches were chopped at 
a ten to fifteen degree angle 
while the notches on the 
other stumps were horizon- 
tal with the ground. All the 
trees had been sawed down 
by the same two men from 
appearances as the saw cuts 
were at nearly the same 
angle on every tree. No two 
trees fell in the same exact 
direction which would have 
kept the tops apart for 
trimming and skidding. As I 
looked around at other 
stumps in the distance, the 
same characteristics were 


4 apparent. They must have 


been quite a falling crew 
despite their different 
heights which should have 
been a subject for horseplay 
in the Salling-Hanson bunk- 
house which had stood not 
too far away in both time and 
distance.

Region V projection for all 
projects submitting finan- 
cial reports for Federal costs 
per volunteer hour are .5742 
cents and $74.36 Federal cost 
per volunteer. Region V has 
55,260 volunteers who ser- 
viceed 7,610,072 hours. Mich- 
igan has 6,597 RSVP volun- 
teers who provided 960,160 
hours of service to the state. 
The largest project, in 
Wayne Cunty with 1,500 
volunteers and 250,000 ser- 
vice hours. The smallest 
project, Gaylord, with 80 
volunteers and 1,500 hours.

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Rib Roast 
Changes Pace 


Hf you've had it with tur- 
key and ham through a long 
holiday season, you might 
want to welcome the New 
Year witha beef rib roast. 

For best results, use a meat 
thermometer. Inserted into 
the thickest part of the meat 
(but not touching bone) the 
thermometer will enable you 
to cook the roast to any de- 
sired degree of doneness. 

Place the roast into the 
oven and cook slowly at 325 
degrees. Add no water and 
do not cover. If you tike it 
rare, remove when the meat 
thermometer registers 140 
degrees. Stop at 160 degrees 
for medium, cook to 170 de- 
grees for well done. 

If you don’t have a meat 
thermometer, cook the roast 
(four to six pound size) 30 
minutes per pound for rare; 
35 minutes per pound for 
medium and 42 minutes per 
pound for well done. 

Season with salt and pep- 
per during the last 30 min- 
utes of roasting.
